I LOVE ROCK’N'ROLL 
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T HE WAIT had been intermin¬ 
able-, Twelve months, to be 
precise. I am r£l#rrhng to the 
protracted period of Inactivity on 
Van Hu ten's UK front. White 19B1 
saw the release of the excellent 
J Fair Warning 1 album, unhappily 
there were no live appearances 
from i he band on these shores 
So British fans were forced to 
wait patiently for their next vinyl 
output. Eventually the LA hotline 
provides the news Ihal the lads 
were in the studios completing 
the new LP and finally, at the end 
of Iasi month. "Diver Down' sur¬ 
faced, To these ears, It came as a 
breath or Iresh air — an aural de¬ 
light. However, some would not 
agree and In lact many have 
questioned the quality of the 
material and the band's musical 
integrity . . . 

Clearly the lime had come lor 
Halen's fnainman, David Lee 
Rolh, to have his say. And so it 
was that the man called the 
offices of Kerrang! Consequent¬ 
ly, art Id In the evening there 
came Ihe cordial Roth greeting 
from Los Angeles. “Heeeey! 
What's hHnqpervIng?” With 
brief salutations over, I asked 
him what he was up to. 



we're collecting. It's big confer¬ 
ence time .,. hey, temme turn off 
the stereo .. 


Having prudently turned down 
the music, which was blaring in 
the background. Roth proceeded 
to chat. ''For Van Halen going on 
the road, it's not really a question 
SO much of special effects Or 
attempted facilities that go along 
With th* show By thal I mean all 
the technical things tike smoke 
bombs, strobe lights or mirror 
balls. These things are all right if 
they're used to help project the 
actual personalities of the band, 
but I've lound that without those 
things a lot of Ihe lime rockin’roll 
bands tend to become like the 
new buildings everybody's put¬ 
ting up. You know, like glass 
boxes (see any episode of 'Dal¬ 
las' lor visual evidence) — 
they've put them up all over VJhe 
United Stales. And it all starts lo 
look very uniform, very socialist. 
Everybody’s try trig to become 
the most non-bourgeois, every¬ 
body wants to be the most work¬ 
ing class. The architect* of these 
buildings — each and every one 
o! them — is competing to be the 
m dsI people-orientated and I see 
thal happening a great deal in 
rock'n'roll ... Ihere’s very litll# 
actually with Van Halen that's 
calculated to make you think one 
thing m anolher.’* 

Roth's reply had veered some¬ 
what From my original question, 
but nevertheless he does have 
some valid points to make about 
the stale of rock'n'roll. He Is, c>1 
course, one helluva great talker. 
Like a tape player, turn him On 
and he'll carry cm until th# batter¬ 
ies wear out — mind you. In 
Roth's case he always seems tg 
have an endless mains supply 
charging him on. Talking to the 
fellow over the phone is no 



match for a lace- to- Face encoun¬ 
ter, but none the less he man¬ 
ages lo retain an entertaining ele¬ 
nten I In his conversation. Next, I 
ask how long Halen spent record¬ 
ing th# new album. 

“Oh. maybe tour to six weeks." 
he dec teres, "not long at all real¬ 
ly. It's played pretty well live In 
th# studio. The formula remains 
the same, although she music is a 
litile bit different this llm#." 

T OO true squired Indeed Di¬ 
ver Down' Is unquestion¬ 
ably VH's most varied output to 
date. While they continue to in¬ 
dulge in a little electric mayhem 
on powercuts Kike Hang 'Em 
HigtT there Is some highly di¬ 
verse material — the jovial Big 
Bad Bill (l£ Sweet William Now) 
Immediately springs to mind- II 
seemed a good chance to give 
David the opportunity lo provide 
a brief resume of ihe new tunes, 
commencing with the band's 
rendition ol Ihe Kinks' 'Where 
Have Att The Good Times Gone', 
which opens the record. 

"Thai s a bar song that we 
used to play in the clubs when we 
were playing for lood money. I 
think It remains a good song. The 
message remains the same and 
the sound Is exactly like you'd 
hear II live. Even so, I think It 
does sound more like there are 
sis people playing than just lour. 
There's a uniqueness lo thal. It's 


nol so much the equipment you 
use, it's the way you play the 
Instrument itself, 

11 'Hang 'Em High' Is the same 
thing again. Van Halen has sort 
of moulded Its own brand of 
sound. I won't claim responsibil¬ 
ity for Inventing any new kind Of 
rock'n'roll music but I believe 
Van Halen has a unique quality lo 
the sound of its records and its 
sound on stage makes us vastly 
different form oilier rock bonds 
— for better or for worse. 

' And again on Cathedra*' It’s 
not the technical quality of the 
sound as Ihe ability to make 
music. When Edward plays peo¬ 
ple always say “Wow! Is that a 
synthesiser? Whal kind ol cus¬ 
tom made guitar are you using? 
And qn and an and on , - / 
‘Cathedral' was performed on 
150 dollars worth of guitar, play¬ 
ed through a Marshall amp and 
using an Echoplex. 

"' Secrefs'is an adventure into 
12-string tend — a pattern more 
apt lo the Hendrix-type reflection. 
Hendrix had his moments when 
he kind of lowered his pressure 
and it's the same for us." 

While Ihe cynics have knocked 
Van Halen for not coming up with 
a complete alburn of metal 
mayhem, they seem lo have dis¬ 
regarded the fact 'Diver Down' 
does have extreme variation. To 
me, that Is on# ol its mosl appeal¬ 
ing facets. Anyway, back to 


ence? I mean, Led Zeppelin never 
wrote Dazed & Confused V 

Whal about the real oddity on 
the piaster — Btg Bad OK, 
il'slun, bul what Ihe hell inspired 
you to record it? 

“I'd just bought a Walkman, 
this one had an AM FM radio tit¬ 
led as well. Anyhow, I was in the 
back yard fooling around with it, 
trying to see how powerful th# re¬ 
ceiver was. and I started picking 
up a radio station that broad¬ 
casts 10-1200 miles away. I heard 
this song being played live over 
the air. I managed 1u tape It and 
we decided to go lor Itf 

Hoth IFien gave his overall 
assessment of the record. "This 
is the most evenly weighted 
album Van Halen has recorded to 
date — you get your money's 
worth more than ever before." 

Before Roth pul down Ihe re¬ 
ceiver. I had to ask whether there 
are any plans for British concerts 
before the end of ! fi2. “Coming 
over to England Is something 
we've ggt to sort out."' David 
maintains "There are no coh¬ 
ere!# plans as yet — there's talk 
of us coming at Ihe end Of Itie 
summer or 'possibly nearer to 
Christmas." 

And so, lor the time being, the 
mighty Van Halen will be biding 
their time in Ihe Stales. At pre¬ 
sent they're Off the road and one 
wonders how Roth spends bis 
time during the 'gukel season' 

"When we're npt touring we 
just tend to lool around in town. 
We re always making music. In 
fact last nigh! Eddie was jam¬ 
ming with Allan Holdsworth at 
Ihe Roxy (an LA club) . perso¬ 
nally, I lend lo stay awake until 
the sun Comes up and then Sleep 
all day 1 "'

AN AWFUL lot of people speak in 
respectlul, hushed tones when the subject 
of Montrose's firsl album crops up. . . and 
rightly sol But it beats me why they never 
go on to rave about 'Rocks', 

To the converted, each one of 
Aerosmith s albums was a sl ight 
progression^) and, whilst each style had 
its menis. this (their fourth album Ingm 
1976) was probably the best. It features 
them ai their dirtiest meanest 
gel-off-your-ass -and-go-n uts peak. 

At i he time of release Aerosmilh were 
probably the biggest grossing act in the 
USA. bigger even lhan Kiss But they 
never but any ice in Britain except with a 
handful of fanatics — surprising in view of 
the excellence ol Ihis album, 

It opens at a deceptively slow pace wilh 
Back In The Saddle’ and doesn't really hit 
top gear until Ihe third track when, amidst 
waiting sirens. Rats In The Cellar' hurtles 
out of the speakers like a bull at a matador 
on a very hot afternoon. 

Side two is where the band really begin 
to cook, however. Starling with singer 
Sieve Tyler's pleas lo an unnamed girl 
who's as 'Sick As A Dog' (and who can'I 
keep her 'heed out of the loo '*) the album 
goes cn to peak with the penultimate track 
Lick And A Promise. This is Aerosmilh at 
■heir best, struttin' and rockin' like it was 
going out of fashion. Anyone sitting down 
after this pus! hasn't been paying attention! 

If Ihe band ever return to these shores 
then material from this album will feature 
strongly in the set and CBS may wall find 
Ihem selves having tore-press the back 
catalogue. . , grab this record now and 
avoid the rush! 


ARMAGEDDON 
Armageddon 1 
(A&MAMLH 64513) 

ARMAGEDDON: supreme battle at the 
end of the world'. It happened m f 975 and 
nearly everybody missed it Released 
amidst a flurry ol apathy, this record had 
no publicity except a brief biography on the 
back of the sleeve. 

Essentially a vehicle lor the late 
ex-Vardbird Keith Rell (vocals and 
harmonica), it also featured some amazing 
guitar-work from Martin Pugh. Louis 
Cennamo played bass and eleclhc bowed 
bass guitar' (an mslrument style he 
originaled). while the drummer was an 
ex-Johnny Winter man named Bobby 
Caldwell. 

The style of playing, best described as 
unique, still manages to sound fresh today 
Opening wilh a frantic Buzzard it soon 
becomes clear thal Armageddon were no 
ordinary band. Silver Tightrope' which 
follows emphasises the point being 
probably toe best un-heralded siow-track 
of the seventies. It lulls the listener mto a 
calm and peaceful state that’s quickly 
blown away by the nexl (and final) track on 
th e aide Path s And Planes And Futu re 
Gams'. Possibly a sequel to Tightrope , it 
tells of an underworld battle and attacks 
the unsuspecling listener as if he she were 
the awesome foe who waits in darkened 
corners’. 

Side two features jus! two tracks: the 
Zeppeiinesque (Presence era) 'Last Stand 
Before' and Ihe epic closer ‘Basking In The 
White Ol The Midnight Sun'. Just before 
entering ifs final section, the latter breaks 
into a sequence featuring some of the 
heavies! chords ever recorded. 
Presumably a mixture of Pugh's guitar and 
Cennamo's electric bowed bass, it s quite 
staggering! Hear it and power chord 
progressions will never sound the same 
again. 

Tragically. Armageddon never played 
live (I think) and due to Keith Relf's-fatal 
accident never made another record. This 
LP remains 1 hough — a souvenir of whal 
might have been. 
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UFO 
Force It’ 

(Chrysalis CHR 1074) 

IF THERE was any justice this ought io 
have bean itie album |hal final ly 'made' 
UFO. At ihe time of release. 1 975. the band 
were building up a strong cult following 
thanks, to constant gjgmngand the 
occasional video on QGWT. Several 
people were signing olf as UFO fans' in 
(he letters pages when. . nothing realty 
happened! Indeed it wasn't until iTFO'S live 
package came out (our years laiar lit 
featured five oi (he ten songs on ‘Force H ). 
(hat this album's potential was proved and 
UFQ really look olf in Britain. 

The quality of Hypnosis sleeve was 
superb (a pun on the American word lor 
lap. faucet) and was indicative ol the 
music if contained Although very raw 
compared to their output today, resulting 
from the production as much as Ihe 
writing, it compares favourably with 
contemporary albums by established 
names. 

The youthful Michael Schenker shines 
throughout, playing wilh a dexterity 
contradicting his teenage yea ns. His work 
on Let It Roll and Sheet Sheer i$ fairly 
well known. Pul listen to the less familiar 
following track High Flyer : the solo here 
is liltle snort o! perfect. 

The next song. ‘Love Lost Love , gives 
Phil Mogg a chance to show olf wilh some 
excellent double-iracked harmony vocals, 
then side one closes with 'Out In The 
Street'. a hint of things to come as gentler 


BAD COMPANY 
Straight Shooter' 

(Island ILPS 9304) 

FROM THE opening chords of the single 
Good Lovln Gone Bad' to Ihe hauniing 
dosing (rack Cali On Me. ihis album s a 
classic Its claim to a place in rock's Hall Of 
Fame arises both from the quality of Ihe 
music it contains — and the variety. Take 
the other single Feel Like Makin' Love'. 
Everyone knows it for its crashing chords 
and soaring chorus but it also includes 
gentle acoustic guitars and almost 
sorrowful singing. 

With no disrespect to Simon Kirke 
(drums). Bgz Burrell (bass) and Mick 
Ralphs (guitar), it was the singer Paul 
Rodgers that made Ihis album so special. 
In Bad Co he had more opporiunity to sing 
in a heavy rock vein than he had done with 
(heir 'ancestors Free. Here he shows he 
can cope easily wilh both styles. Blues Or 
rock fie was (and probably Still is) the 
master. Much (worthy) praise is directed at 
singers like Coverdale and Dio but they 
would undoubtedly acknowledge Paul 
Rodgers as lop of the tree. 

Whilst Rodgers was obviously the star, 
the reel of the band were certainly no 
slouches. Listen to the backing on ihree of 
the best tracks Shooting Star'. Deal Wilh 
The Preacher and 'Wile Fire Women' and 
it soon becomes clear what important 
support ihey gave le The Voice. The 
chemistry on this album ts jusi about 
perfect as all Four come together to 
produce a style that's bean taken up by 
Foreigner. Whitesnake el ai but never 
quile matched. 

Straight Shooter' is an excellent record 
by an exceiieni band whose apparent 
demise has >att rack music a lot poorer. 


NAZARETH 

Razamanaz' 

(Mooncrest CREST 1) 

WHILST THE inside of this gale-fold 
sleeve makes Nazareth appear a bit like 
glam-popsters (it was released in 1373 
after ail!), don't befooled. The music on 
'Razamanaz' is most definitely Straight 
ahead rock. True, ihe album does contain 
the pair of Angles that brought (he group's 
name to popular attention ('Broken Down 
Angel' and Bad Bad Boy') but ITs worth 
noting that Ihe aforementioned photo was 
taken when Nazareth were filling the 
opening spot lor a band named Deep 
Purple 

Purple were obviously impressed, 
particularly bassist Roger Glover who 
stepped into the studios with Nazareth to 
produce this album. Although only one of 
his ventures as knob-twiddler supreme, it 
ranks along with his beSl by virtue of its 
hard-hitting simplicity: wet and LOUD! 

Nearly len years on and only the 
album's title track remains in the current 
Nazareth set. No disrespect to Ihe I wo new 
recruits but even as a six-piece they can 
only j ust recreate the excitement of the 
song m concert — this original version is 
that strong. (The line-up here incidentally 
was Dan McCafferty on vocals Manny 
Charflon guitar, Pete Agnew bass and 
Darrell Sweel. drums.) 

Elsewhere you gel everything from the 
heavy iweive-bar strains of 'Woke Up This 
Morning' thro ugh the low-down blues of 
'Vigilante Man' right up to (he hectic ’Too 
Bad Too Sad'. Mosi tracks are served up 
wilh lashings ol mean slide guCar which 
adds exira spice to a very lasty record 
indeed. 


passages (featuring Chick Churchill on 
keyboards) give way to the heavy riffs that 
typify most of the album. The bottom line 
was. of course, provided by drummer Andy 
Parker and Pete Way on bass. 

Due 10 UFO's recent success. Ihis 
album is lobe found in most collecHons, 
but for those still unacquainted this 
particular piece ol Ihe band s history 
makes very rewarding listening.

T HE Hailing Slones In Kerrang!!' 

Well, no doubt some of you are 
wondering jusl why the blunes are 
appearing in Britain s loudest rock magazine. 
Mick ain'i metal. \ hear you say ... but 
car s Idler the influence that the Rolling Slones 
have had on the hard rock world. Dauntless 
axemen have started Iheir fingerpicking 
careers learning the chords lO 'Satisfaction 1 
and the like, whilst such mayhem merchants 
as Kiss and Montrose have covered 
dagger Richards compositions, Indeed, 
outfits tike Aerosmith have beer undeniably 
influenced by the band. Jagger himself Is still 
an inspiration lo many frontmen while the 
cocky, slouching on stage poses of Keith 
Richards are often mimicked by gullar 
heroes ; The whole Image created by the 
Rowing Slones is,. - rock n’ roll. 

Nest month seas the return of the group to 
Britain for Iheir lirst gigs in this country since 
1976- Last year they embarked on a highly 
successful Stateside trek and judging by the 
reports that reached this side of the Atlantic 
they were not to be missed. Every gig was 
naturally sold out to capacity and considering 
how young some of the fans were it’s clear Ihe 
Stones' success was not |ust down to Iheir 
nostalgia value. 

In fact, the basic reason they 've managed to 
continue is they ve carried on delivering Iresh 
vinyl with regularity rather than leaving 
prolracted gaps be!ween the release Ol 
albums. In 1981 the Tattoo You LP emerged, 
which contained the excellent 'Start Me Up' 
single — irrefutable proof that the Stones can 
still cy| if in Ihe studios. H'S Curious how 
people have been saying the band are well 
past it and yet they si Ml manage to prove 
those cynics wrong. 

To document ihe complete history of the 
band would cover the pages of several issues 
of Ihis magazine, so that would be kinda 
crazy. Suffice to say, the Rolling Stones are 


still going strong and can rock with the best 
The basic nucleus of Mick dagger, Keith 
Richards, Bill Wyman and drummer Charlie 
Watts has remained intact over two decades 
The mobile posilipn in Ihe line-up of Ihe 'other 
guitarist' has shitted from Brian Jones, Mick 
Taylor lo Ronnie Wood who's now been wilh 
them since Ihe middle of the 'Seventies. Also 
the Slones have used a variety ol olhcr 
musicians such as Billy Presion. Micky 
Hopkins and Ian lew art. 

Prior lo the announcement of their 
forthcoming UK dates, the last occasion on 
which Stones members appeared together an 
a British stage was when Keith Richards and 
Ronnie Wqod joined forces in the New 
Barbarians at Knebwurth In T9 — London 
pubgoers have had the chance to witness 
Charlie Watts nn the odd occasion with 
Rocket BB. 

Anyway, bac k to f hep resent Coincid I ng 

with the news lhat the Slones are all set to 

play two dates at Wembley in June. Mick 
Jagger jetted into London to attend a press 
■conference. The said event teak place in Soho 
at Le Beat Route Clu b hardly a m ela III c 
spot!V — a cquple of weeks ago. 

Al four In Ihe alter noon Jagger bounced 
into the club, surrounded by an entourage of 
bodyguards, and was immediately hounded 
by a swarm ot photographers. It was an 
amusing scene to witness — akin tp watching 
an army of starved flies homing in on a 
garbage van. Most uncivil With the brief 
pi dure session over, Jagger was then set to 
answer questions from the press. Il was 
strange that he then proceeded to sit down 
next tn yours truly. "Alio” was his greeting. 
And men . . . vroom! a herd of fleet Street 
hacks descended upon the table like mad 
hungry piranha lish! dagger's press agent 
then suggeled the star" move away lo a 
microphone. He declined initially but finally 
agreed as pens, notebooks, and tape 
recorders were directed al him with a 

vengeance. 

S OME 30 minutes later, dagger returned 
to the table having cordially talked to 
numerous journalists and amicably 
answered a tew Kerrangl question a. I asked 
him whether he seemed surprised how many

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young people still get off on the band. "Yeah, 
in some ways," he replied. I guess some 
come 'cause of the nostalgia thing but they 
seem lo get Into Ihe old and new stuff. " 

Has Mick had any time to think aboul writing 
for the nexl LP and does fauring give him 
fresh Inspiration? 

,H Yeah, it does ... II try to write when we re 
on Ihe road but wa got so busy that there 
wasn't a lot of lime- Like you start off with 20 
dales and then find lhat there are 40 ShOwS —■ 
so l won't have much time. I've got some new 
ideas though." 

A lot of people had asked Mick whether the 
band will be playing in Ireland this summer 
and he declared that be wanted io do it bui 
that really was a question to ask Bill Graham. 
Mind you. I was Interested to know whether he 
was Still keen for the Slones to play China. "I 
would still like to play there,he answered 'In 
fact. I talked lo Jean Michel Jarre about it jihe 
'Oxygene' man has of course braved the 
Orient)... it's something that still Interests 
me.' 

Al this juncture, photographer George 
'Master of Subtlety' Bodnar took It upon 
himself to ask if Ronnie Wood is still In the 
band — there have been rumours to the 
contrary. Mick: H You’re the second person to 
ask that, funnily enough . „ . Ihe answer's no. 
he hasn't Ich. Be s still in Ihe band-" 

Jagger then answered a couple ot 
questions from other scribesbelore I 
quest ianed whether he worried on the 
American dates about someone trying lo 
shoot him. It's obviously a problem but Mick 
doesn't seem to have let it drive him crazy and 
said: ll lr New Orleans, where there were aboul 
90,000 people, they look about 130 small 
firearms from people on the way In , , 

Conversation was obviously limited, since 
this was a press conference of sorts, but 
before Jaqger left I asked if fie ever worried 
aboul being misquoted these days, lo which 
he replied; "I've been in this business long 
enough and it's happened bo many times that 
I don't bother any mor#. H 

Pretty soon, Mick Jagger was gone , ., next 
slop Wembley!

How about Quo at Olympia on 
New Year s Eve In 1975? Quo at 
Glasgow Apollo tor the live 
album?

Quo headlining Reeding ■ full 
eight years attar they'd appeared 
there as a bottom of the bill act?

The Ladhroke Stadium Is mare used to accommodating 
greyhounds and other assorted canine oddities Than hordes of 
be-denlmed Wind’ tans, and the weather didn't do much to 
recommend the venue. Before the rains came to dampen the 
ground, She wind whipped up the sand and cinders of the 
racetrack and hurled them unmercifully in the laces of fans and 
performers alike- Altogether an unappetising prospect. 

By the time 1 arrived my nerves were not all th pi ihey should 
have been.

DESPITE THE slight decline in 
Garmrta a output on 3 compart'd 
to their highly impressive first 
two releases, this was

FICIONA.DO S OF the 
Stateside scene must be 
puzzled by Its latest 
sensation. Following rhe sudden 
Success Of the Gd-GOs, another 
American girl has seen til lo 
claim a place at the top of the US 
charts. For Iwo months, in fatE. 
Her name? Joan Jett and, yes sir, 
She loves rock ’n’ rail. 

'I Love Rock 'o' Roll 1 , the old 
Arrows chestnut which steamed 
Straight Into the British Top Id 
the week of release has sold 
more Eh an Two million copies in 
h#r native America. Her album ol 
the same name hasn't fared quite 
as well. It might also have sold 
two million copies but lit slunk 
al number two. 

However, the second single to 
be released from. I he LP, 

'Crimson And Clover’ looks set 
to repeal the success of Its 
predecessor. During its first 
three days in the shops it sold an 
absurd 40,000 copies and sped 
into the charts. 

Twenty-three-yeer-oW Joan 
has been In this game for six 
years- Hgrdly out of high school 
She sang and played guitar with 
The Runaways, a rude, bad-ass, 
all-girl rock n’ roll band put 
together by LA eccentric Kim 
Fowtey. 

The Runaways were never 
token seriously. Tough-1 nokin g. 
suspendered and horny as hell 
they were written off as a bunch 
of WOUld-be Sex symbols playing 
jailbait rock. Their thre* 
Phonogram albums were palchy 
affairs, the band suffered from 
lack of good material. Even today 
Joan has yet to find her niche as 
a sung writer but that's a different 
story. She sings and plays guitar 
hard arid loud and right now 
I hat 5 s evidently what counts. 

Disillusioned with Their lack ol 
commercial and critical success, 
The Runaways split up at the 
beginning of 1979. In ihe 
meantime something called punk 
rock hit England In a big way. 
Naturally suited to the 
delinquent, leather-clad image. 
Joan Jett found herself spending 
an increasing amount of time in 
England, hanging Out and going 
to parties. 

B ut however exciting all this 
might have been, il sure as 
hen wasn’t paying the rent and 
disillusioned with neither being 
able to gel together either a band 
or a record deal, Jen split bac k to 
LA. There she mel Kenny 
Laguna, her manager, on some 
movie set. It was a dodgy protect 
which never saw Ihe lighi of day. 
hut for want of anything belter to 
do, both got involved. Joan 
play ing the role of a singer, 
Laguna writing the soundtrack. 

He reckoned Jett immediately 
and Joan credits him with giving 
her the incentive to play reck ’n'

roll again. So after talking him 
into becoming her manager, he 
Set about getting her a deal for 
the album which she had by now 
completed. 

"Not a single record company 
president or AAR man wanted to 
know," says Laguna. 55 Qkay> so 
she had a lough image and a 
utlermouth but shc Y s a nice girl, 
ure she has her bouts of 
Insanity but she's never been 
into druqs and all she wants out 
of life Is to play rook n' roll. 

"We were getting support from 
street people In the industry/' 
says Kenny with relish. 
Independent promotions guys 
for Ihe FM (only potentially 
influential^ rock radio stations 
and a tew Runaways fans that 
were still around But It was still 
rough. The continual touring and 
having to pay for It ourselves 
which in America isn't cheap. 
Only Joan would get a hotel room 
and the band would have to sleep 
in ihe truck, sneaking Into her 
room tin the morning to take a 
shower. Then we got the LP 
distributed by a major and It 
gradually sold 200.CKK9 copies 

“Then came the turning point 
when I Love Rock V Roll' was 
released Iasi November §€ 
stations were behind it. Each 
week it was the most added 
record to radio station playlists." 


Perhaps I should point out that at 
this point in lime Joan is 
recording a slot for French 
television. There are bomb 
scares in Paris and she's arrived 
at the TV studio late. 

oan figures she's being 
punished I dr arriving late 
by having to wait and the Froggie 
TV director wards Jett Id sing 'I 
Love Rock 'n' Roll' sealed on a 
sefa snnsgurtar. 

Understandably, Joan tells him 
to U off. The charming 
Frenchman promptly responds 
by gobbing on the carpet. This, I 
dec idc, Is nol Ihe Ideal interview 
situation End one mu si 
persevere. 

Er, how do you account for 
your sudden, yip, runaway 
success? 

“il dunno," she begins 
encouragingly, "I sometimes 
think it s God’s will. After the 
Runaways split up I got very sick, 
I lived and breathed ’em y'know, 
and I think I d be dead by now If It 
wasn't for Kenny, 

“He's like a father to me and 
I’m real grateful to him. He never 
wanted to be a manager, he's An 
artiste himscif. He might be very 
experienced but we hrl it oft right 
from the start. He’s Jus! like me — 
jeans and lennia shoes Basically 
he just wants respect." 

And do you think you've got it? 


"In a kinda way, yeah. I mean 
we got the seal of approval from 
the kids and that's the main 
thing. Can't blame ’em. though/' 
she adds, modestly.

It transpires thal these 
perenials, rather than the more 
obvious Suzi Gu3lro H are Joan's 
real heroes and influences. 

"They were the first bands I 
knew of really info audience 
participation which Is what my 
act is about Those groups get 
everyone cheering like B football 
crowd. It’s something totally 
English rather than American but 
they’re catching on at home. You 
sliould see 'em when they do 'Do 
You Wanna Touch He?' or the 
Isleys' 'Shout’. In the past 
American kids have never been 
into this joining in thing because 
they're worried Ihe person next 
lo 'em wi l l think they 're a jerk. 

Bui 99 per cent of 'em like it now . 
They all gel off thei r butts.''
